Sacramento, Cal., Feb. 6.—Speaker 
Philip A. Stanton took the floor and 
secured by a strong personal appeal 
unanimous consent of the assembly 
to postpone further action on the Ja­ 
panese school segregation bill until 
next Wednesday. 
He declared he had Information 
which he could not reveal that proved 
the assembly was treading upon dan- 
f erous ground in passing the antl- 
apanese bill Thursday. 
At the conclusion of the speaker’s 
address, drove L. Johnson, author of 
the measure, asked that the m atter 
reconsideration of Thursday’s vote 
be put over until Wednesday and his 
motion carried without dissent. 
The governor sent a special mes­ 
sage to the house raising the point of 
the bill’s constitutionality, and this 
was the subject of a long debate dur­ 
ing which it was suggested by leaders 
on both sides that the measure be 
referred to the committee on judiciary 
and submitted to the attorney general 
for an opinion as to its legality. 
Senator A. Saminetti introduced the 
Japanese school bill in the senate. 
Both houses adjourned until Mon 
day.

But He Believes That His Views Will 
Prevail. 
Washington, Fob. 6.—While Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt is greatly displeased 
with the action of the California as­ 
sembly in passing the Japanese school 
segregation bill, he is apparently sat­ 
isfied that Governor Gillett and Speak­ 
er Stanton take his view of the situa­ 
tion and that they will Impress upon 
the assembly the importance of recon­ 
sidering its action when the matter 
comes up again next Wednesday. 
There is reason to believe that the 
Japanese question occupied much of 
the time of the regular cabinet meet­ 
ing held Friday, though It probably 
did not get beyond the discussion 
stage. 
Doubtless 
further telegrams 
have passed between the. president 
and Governor Gillett on this matter, 
but if so they were not made public 
at the White House. 
In fact, Secre­ 
tary Loeb announced that there was 
nothing to be given out bearing on 
the Japanese situation. 
At the Japanese embassy no expres­ 
sion of any kind on the school situa­ 
tion on the Pacific coast could be se­ 
cured. 
In official quarters confidence is ex­ 
pressed that the cordial relations ex­ 
isting between the United States and 
Japan will continue. 
It was emphatically denied by navy 
department officers that it was con­ 
templated that a part of the battle­ 
ship fleet might bo returned to the Pa­ 
cific soon after their arrival at Hamp­ 
ton Roads on Feb. 22.

CALLS IT ‘SPOILS SYSTEM’ 


ANTI-ALIEN LAND MEASURE 


Passed by Lower House of Nevada 


Legislature. 
Carson, Nev., Feb. 6.—The Nevada 
assembly passed the Giffen anti-alien 
land hill, which provides that no 
Asiatic, including the Japanese, shall 
own land or land mortgages in the 
state. 
The text of the anti-alien bill fol­ 
low’s: 
“Section I—Any non-resident alien 
person or corporation, except sub­ 
jects of the Chinese and Japanese em­ 
pires, may take, hold and enjoy any 
real property, or any interest in lands 
or hereditaments within the state of 
Nevada, as fully, freely and upon the 
same terms and conditions as any 
resident citizen, person or domestic 
corporation. 
“Section 2—The right of eminent 
domain is hereby granted to such non­ 
resident or foreign corporation upon 
the same terms and conditions as the 
same is granted to resident or domes­ 
tic corporations. 
“Section 
3—Nothing 
herein 
con­ 
tained shall be so construed as to con­ 
fer any other or further rights under 
the statutes of limitation than those 
at present existing.’’ 
The measure passed in the lower 
house of the legislature without op­ 
position, but it is believed the senate 
by amendments will practically kill 
the purposes of the bill so far as it 
Is aimed at the Japanese. Both the 
assembly and senate adjourned until 
Monday.

suit Was to Produce Extravagance 


and Demoralization. 


Washington, I eh. 5.—In vetoing the 
house resolution providing for the tak 
ing of the thirteenth census, President 
Roosevelt sent the following special 
message to the house: 
“I return without approval the reso­ 
lution entitled, ‘An Act to Provide foi 
the Thirteenth and Subsequent Deeen 
nial Censuses.’ I do this with ex 
treme reluctance, because I fully real­ 
ize the importance of supplying the 
director of the census, at as early a 
date as possible, with the force neces 
sary to the carrying on of his work 
But it is of high consequence that the 
statistical work of the census shall be 
conducted with entire accuracy. This 
is as important from the standpoint ol 
business and industry as from the 
scientific standpoint. 
Calls It a “ Spoils System.” 
“It is, therefore, in my judgment, es­ 
sential that the result should not be 
open to the suspicion of bias on polit! 
cal and personal grounds; 
that it 
should not be open to the reasonable 
suspicion of being a waste of the peo 
pie’s money and a fraud. 
“Section 7 of the act provides in ef­ 
fect that appointments to the census 
shall be under the spoils system, foi 
this is the real meaning of the provi­ 
sion that they shall be subject only 
to non-competitive examination. The 
proviso is added that they shall be 
selected without regard to political 
party affiliations. But there is only 
one way to guarantee that they shall 
he selected without regard to politics 
and on merit, and that is by choosing 
them after competitive examination 
from the lists of eligibles provided by 
the civil service commission. 
“To provide that the clerks and 
other employes shall be appointed 
after non-competitive examination, and 
yet to provide that they shall be select­ 
ed without regard to political party af­ 
filiations, means merely that the ap 
pointments shall be treated as the per­ 
quisites of the politicians of both par­ 
ties, instead of as the perquisites of 
the politicians of one party. 
Refers to Last Censuses. 
“I do not believe in the doctrine 
that to the victor belongs the spoils; 
but I think even less of the doctrine that 
the spoils shall be divided without a 
fight by the professional politicians on 
both sides; and this would be the re 
suit of permitting the bill in its pres 
ent shape to become a law. 
Both ol 
the last censuses, the eleventh and the 
twelfth, were taken under a provision 
of law excluding competition; that is 
necessitating the appointments heinie 
made under the spoils system. Everv 
man competent to speak with authori 
ty because of his knowledge of and 
familiarity with the work of those cen 
suses has stated that the result was to 
produce extravagance and demoraliza­ 
tion. 
“Mr. Carroll D. Wright, who had 
charge of the census bureau, after the 
census of 1890, estimates that $2,000,- 
OOO, and more than a year’s time 
would have been saved if the census 
force had been brought Into the classi­ 
fied service, and adds: 
Wright Admits Waste. 
“ ‘I do not hesitate to say one-third 
of the amount expended under my own 
administration was absolutely wasted, 
and wasted principally on account of 
the fact that the office was not undei 
civil service rules. 
‘“ In October, 1893, when 
I took 
charge of the census office, there w'as 
an office force of 1,092. There had 
been a constant reduction for many 
months and this was kept up without 
cessation till the close of the census. 
While these general reductions were 
being made, and in the absence of any 
necessity for the increase of the force, 
389 new' appointments were made.’ 
“This, of course, meant thti destruc­ 
tion 
of 
economy and 
efficiency for 
purely political considerations. 
“ Fraud Upon the Public.” 
“The non competitive examination in 
a case like this is not only vicious, but 
is in effect a fraud upon the public. 
No essential change is effected by pro 
viding thai it bo conducted by the civil 
service commission; 
and to provide 
that the employees shall be selected 
without regard to political party affilia­ 
tions is empty and misleading, unless, 
at the same time, it is made effective 
in the only way in which it is possi 
hie to make it effective, that is by pro-

Falls After Scaling Last of 
Big Contract

Swan River Logging Company 
Contract with Pins Tree Lum­ 
ber Company Finished 


J. V. Hodgens, of Chippewa Falls, 
Wi3., was in the city last night on his 
way from Hibbing to Little Falls, 
where he goes to report to the Pine 
Tree Lumber Company, by which he is 
employed. 
Mr. Hodgens had the honor 
of scaling the last log on the big con­ 
tract of the Swan River Logging com­ 
pany, and the company will now go out 
of existence. 
The Swan River Logging company, 
originally W right & Davis, had one of 
the heaviest logging contracts, if not 
the heaviest, in the history of the lum­ 
bering operations of Minnesota. The 
deal covered seventeen years, the com­ 
pany logging for the Pine Tree Lum­ 
ber company, one of the Weyerhauser 
interests. The logs were delivered in 
the Mississippi river between Swan 
river and Grand Rapids and were sawed 
at Little Falls and Minneapolis, the 
output of the company being from 30,- 
000,000 to 50,000.000 feet per year dur­ 
ing the entire seventeen years. 
The 
firm constructed the Swan River Log 
ging railroad and when ore was dis­ 
covered in that section and the road 
became of importance as an ore carry­ 
ing proposition, the Hill interests se­ 
cured the road and logging business, 
taking the logging contract in order to 
get the railroad. 
The completion of the contract, and 
the dissolution of the company which 
handled it, marks another milestone in 
the passing of the lumber industry in 
this part, at least, of Minnesota. 
The 
Pine Tree Lumber company still has 
considerable timber on Sturgeon lake 
and Willow river, which will now be 
logged. 
Heretofore that company has 
depended practically entirely on the 
Swan river operations, but hereafter 
will have to depend on the small log 
gers.

That the dog which was killed on 
Wednesday bit a large number of other | 
dogs, as well as chickens, ducks and 
other small animals is certain as re­ 
ports come from people who saw the 
animal in various parts of the town. A I 
conservative estimate of the number of j 
dogs bitten is placed at 25. 
Of course j 
not all of these were necessarily bitten 1 
so as to bring blood, and it is probable i 
that not nearly all would develop rabies, 
t)ut the authorities are not going to 
take chances as Dr. Batcheller says, 
“ it is better to be safe than sorry.” 
When asked as to the time between 
infection and the first symptom of 
rabies, Dr. Batcheller stated that it 
was from three to 60 days, according 
to the best authorities of the present 
day. 
The old theory that the germs of 
the disease could lie dormant for years, 
has been exploded by investigation, it 
is said. There have been cases where 
symptoms similar to rabies, but caused 
by fear, have occurred, but the tests 
showed that there was no presence of 
the germs of the disease. 
Dr. Batcheller stated this morning 
th at he had received word from the 
state board of health to whom the head 
of the dog-vkilled Wednesday was sent, 
th at it had rabies. 
The dog killed Thursday is thought 
to have belonged to E. H. Simmons. 
Mr. Simmons states that the dog came 
home Saturday night after being away 
and attacked his other dog. 
He kicked 
the collie, which was but a young pup, 
and drove it away from the bird dog. 
The next morning the pup again at­ 
tacked the other dog and was again 
driven off.

Butin*** Is Quiet and Marked by Cen* 
servatlem. 
New York, Feb. 6.—Bradstreefs re­ 
view of trade says trade is quiet as a 
whole and Industrial operations are 
still below normal in most lines. Con­ 
servatism in buying is still marked, 
and there is also present the feeling 
of disappointment hitherto noted at. 
the failure of spring trade to open up 
more 
rapidly. 
Some 
measures 
of 
trade volume showed slight recessions 
in January from December, but the 
failure record was an encouraging one, 
and the improvement over the same 
month a year ago when business was 
at a low ebb Is general and marked. 
Collections 
are 
little 
changed 
and 
classed as fair as a whole. 
The dis­ 
position ip many lines is still 
a t­ 
tribute slowness of demand in open­ 
ing up to fear of tariff revisions, but 
there is manifest now a disposition 
to recognize more fully the play of 
natural conditions and restriction of 
consumptive requirements proceeding 
from reduced earning power of the 
community.

SERIOUS RIOT IN 


NEW YORK CITY 


One Man Killed and Three Oth­ 


ers Badly Injured. 


New' York, Feb. 6.—One man was 
killed and three others were injured 
in a riot incited, the police declare, by 
walking delegates 
of the 
Garment 
Makers’ union, who descended upon 
the tailoring establishment of Jacob 
Greenfield in East Second street and 
attempted to coerce the employes of 
the place into quitting work. 
The alleged walking delegates, ac­ 
companied by a half hundred striking 
garment w orkers, broke into the work­ 
rooms of the establishment and upon 
refusal of those at work to join them 
in their strike, proceeded to wreck 
the place. 
Jacob Greenfield and Wolf 
Greenfield, 
a brother, employed as 
foreman, attempted to prevent the 
wholesale destruction of the shop and 
a melee ensued in which clubs, shears 
and pressing irons were freely used. 
A call for the pollee brought the re­ 
serves and the rioters were dispersed. 
In tho debris of machinery and work

Of the freak propositions introduced 
in the Oklahoma legislature that by 
Representative Bill Durant, a Choctaw

Representative A. W ard Copley of 
Detroit bas Introduced a bill in the 
Michigan legislature to prohibit “joy 
rides.’’ It makes it a felony for any 
chauffeur to use a car without the 
owner’s permission and for any one to 
ride In a car that is borrowed without 
the 
formality of 
saying 
“by your 
leave.” At present the Michigan laws 
do not have jurisdiction over this of­ 
fense. and the employers have no re­ 
course but to “fire” the 
offending 
chauffeur. 
The practice bus resulted 
in a number of serious accidents. 
A. J. Cameron, a New York book- j 
binder, will present a bill to the Maine j 
legislature for the interest on bis claim 
for binding, which was adjusted in j 
1001. The state has never paid Inter- j 
est on Its claims, and a creditor has , 
sometimes been fortunate if he got the | 
amount of the original bill.
